FALL OF COOLIDGE 
BEING WHISPERED 


Dawes Meets With Farm 
Bloc Leaders in Attempt 
To Overcome Adminis- 
tration Opposition.

Washington, June 6—Restless and 
ambitious, Charles G. Dawes refuses 
to stay on the shelf where vice presi- 
dents are expected to rest patiently 
awaiting an emergency call. He 
wants to go to the white house by his 
own efforts and he is indulging in 
considerable activity to that end just 
ow when politicians are whispering 
that Coolidge is slipping and when, in 
the historic words of Mr. Earl Carroll, 
“the line forms on the right.” 

The activity of Dawes in oppos- 
ing the president on such a highly 
controversial political issue as farm 
relief is without precedent in the 
modern history of the vice presidency. 
There probably is no more recent par- 
allel than Vice President Calhoun’s 
break with Andrew Jackson. 

For some months Dawes has been 
cultivating the left-wing farm group 
which is seeking more sweeping legis- 
lation than Coolidge desires. He bas 
been working with George N. Peek, 
one of the master minds of the corn 
belt committee of twenty-two. 

Recently Senator James E. Wat- 
son, of Indiana, assistant republican 
leader, rend to the senate a memoran- 
dum Dawes had prepared endorsing 
the equalization fee as sound economi- 
eally. Another feature of this ac- 
tivity was the appearance of Dawes 
Saturday at a luncheon of farm bloc 
senators to consider modifications in 
the Haugen bill that would improve 
its chances against the administra- 
tion's opposition, 

Iowa Kace Important. 

Dawes will find his chances ad- 
vanced if Brookhart defeats Senator 
Cummins in the Iowa republican sena- 
torial primaries Monday because the 
blow to Coolidge’s prestige will ac- 
celerate the tendency of politicians to 
look around for timber more popular 
in the middle west. Dawes has the 
ndvantage of being in the clear thus 
far on the prohibition issue. Soime 
of the other aspirants, such as Borah 
on the ny side and Wadsworth and 
Nicholas Murray Butler on the wet 
side would be in difficulty if condi- 
tions called for a compromise with re- 
spect to prohibition. 

The big obstacle in front of Dawes 
is hia fellow leader from Ilinois, 
former Governor Frank QO. Lowden. 
He has seniority over Dawes as the 
champion of the farmer and he has 
more political contacts. They will 
have to fight it out between them to 
see who gets the support of Illinois 
before either can progress far toward 
the nomination. 

This discussion of presidential pos- 
sibilities two years before the nomi- 
nation convention would be rashly 
premature were it not that the politi- 
eal leaders here are giving much 
thought to the prospects. The bad 
luck which administration candidates 
have had in the senatorial primaries 
in Pennsylvania, Illinois and Oregon 
and the reluctance of Coolidge’ to 
show initiative in dealing with farm 
relief, have cused politicians to con- 
sider whether the third term issue 
should not be raised against Coolidge. 

Secret Discussion. 

If any serious effort to oust him 
develops, it will be on that pretext. 
There are many ambitious eyes turn- 
ed on the presidency and this is the 
tire when preparations must begin. 
Most of it is under cover and there is 
little open discussion. But it is the 
absorbing topic here. 

It is the universal conclusion here 
that Dawes is reaching for the next 
presidential nomination and regards 
farm relief as the best bait to usa 
at this time. Though his rules re- 
form campaign has met only ridicule 
and contempt in the hard-boiled sen- 
ate, nevertheless it drew nation-wide

terday and today and showed by sta- 
tistics compiled by foremost econo- 
mists that Dixie has covered herself 
with financial and progressive glory. 
The address today is the beginning 
of an effort to acquaint southerners 
with the strides of. progress and. pros- 
perity the south has made during re- 
cent years. The Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, the Atlanta Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Southern, Cen- 
tral of Georgia and Atlanta & West 
Point railroad: and other organiza- 
tions have joined in the movement, 
according to Dr. Wlliott. 

Youth’s Time Arrives. 

Never before in the history of the 
world has such an assuring outlook 
faced any single section, Dr. Elliott 
said, and never before in the annals 
of civilization was the time more op- 
portune for vigorous youth to step 
into the breach and wield an iufluence 
in business, professional, commercial 
or religious activities of that com- 
munity. 
Dr. Elliott exhibited letters from 
federal departments in Washington, 
Governor Clifford Walker, Senator 
William J. Harris and Congressman 
Samuel Rutherford—all backing the 


proposal to make the address and ex- 
pressing the desire that the event be a 
memorable one in ee history. 
All seats were taken and chairs were 
placed in the aisles of the little church 
to accommodate the throng.

FEDERAL COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES HITS 
MILITARY TRAINING

over military training in high schools 
and colleges’ are developing between 
the war department and anti-war or- 
ganizations to a degree that recajis 
the fight over the National Defense 
Day tests which finally were aban- 
doned because of opposition. 
The Federal Council of Chypches, 
representing the principal Protestant 
denominations, has through its ad- 
ministrative committee expressed dis- 
satisfaction over the penareiyes téech- 
nical military training, be Yextended ; 
{xf colleges and school, “under the di- 
rection of the war d¢partment. The 
Protestant churches of the country | 
have been asked by the federal coun- 
cil to investigate the question of mili- 
tarism in education and it is expected 
that if the judgment of the council 
ig upheld a national campaign will be 
started to abolish the practice. 
“What the committee is objecting 
to,” explained Secretary Sidney L. 
Gulick, in announcing the federal 
council’s attitude Sunday, “is not the 
simple form of military drill such as 
was found in certamMm schools before the 
war but the highly technical and sys- 
tematic training, including ‘combat 
drill, such as is provided in units of 


reserve officers’ training corps, de- 
signed to fit men for military serv- | 
ice. The federal council does not re- | 
gard stich military programs as ap- 
propriate for adolescent boys.” 
While not alluding to this attack 
the war .department issued for sim- 
ultaneous release in statement show- 
ing that it, has on file applications 
from 19 universities and colleges and 
35 applications from high schools, de- 
siring to establish reserve officers’ 
training units. These applications 
cannot be approved for lack of funds. 
Inquiries have ben received from 17 
additional educational institutions in- 
terested in military training for their 
students, The war department now 
_ in operation 323 student train- 
units with a total enrollment of 
i OT. 

In some institutions where students 
have voted on the question, the result 
has been adverse to compulsory mili- 
tary training. Opposition to optional 
training has been less active.

‘ With information that Jack Wil- 
son, notorious Chicago gunman and 
slayer of William Cheek, Peachtree 
road grocer, had been seen at a Capi- 
tol avenue address late Sunday aft- 
ernoon, a cordon of detectives prac- 
tically encircled that section in the 
hope that the youthful criminal will 
be taken into custody. 

The information of Wilson’s reap- 
pearance in Atlanta came from “reli- 
able sources,” police said, the identity 
of the informant being withheld 
pending a thorough search. This 
news followed on the heels of. infor- 


mation Saturday that Wilson had re- 
sided at Temple, Ga., for a short time 
after the slaying of Cheek and only 
recently had been recognized on West 
Mitchell street by a Temple resident. 

Within an hour after police were 
informed that Wilson had been seen 
entering a residence on Capitel avenue, 
plainclothes men were rushed to that 
section and a trap earefully laid in 
hopes thaf the criminal would be en- 
snared in event he ventured to escape. 
The net was closing in: on his pur- 
ported hiding place Sunday night, 
with detectives in the meantime‘ care- 
fully - guarding every pom avenue

stated ‘that a man giving the name.of 
“Claude BE. Cagh”’ came to his home 
on February 17 and remained there 
for quite a while. While in Temple 
Cash receiyed a number of letters 
from Washington, D. C., addressed to 
“Dan Benett Carlos,” several of the 
letters being marked special delivery. 

The suspicions of Chief Dewberry 
were aroused and upon inquiry of 
Cash, alias Carlos, the latter explain- 
ed that he was in trouble about a 
woman and was using the alias in 
order to conceal his presence in Tém- 
ple, according t6é the communication. 

Dewberry immediately wrote for a 
description of the Cheek slayer, sus- 
necting that Cash. or Carlos, was Jack 
Wilson. After this reached him he 
was more firmly convinced, he said. 
In the meantime, however, the young 
man left Temple. Cash, alias Carlos, 
was seen on Mitchell street recently 
by a resident of .Temple, who recog- 
nized him, according to Chief Dew- 
berry’s letter. 

Cheek was shot and instantly killed 
during the robbery of a grocery on 
Peachtree réad of which he was pro- 
prietor, while his wife and children 
looked on. Mell M. Gore, Buckhead 
barber, Theodore Berry, also of Buck- 
head, and Ruby Ray, a girl compan- 
ion, were arrested shortly after the 
shooting by city and county police, 
and confessed, saying, howeyer, that 
Wilson fired the fatal shot. Gore 
was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree and was sentenced to be 
electrocuted. Attorneys have filed an 
appeal. 

Berry was found guilty but was 
recommended to the mercy of the 
court, and received a life sentence. 

Ruby Ray was tried on a charge 
of accessory to the murder and ‘was 
sentenced to serve six years in the 
penitentiary.

AN URGENT MATTER. 


The bureau of census has just 
issued its vital statistics report for 
1925 showing the very favorable | 
comparisons of the southern states 
with the other states in the Union 
And yet, lamentably, Georgia is not 
included in the government report 
for the reason that this state is not 
at present in the federal registration 
area. 

This is particularly distressing in 
view of the fact that Georgia’s death 
rate, as recorded up to and through 
1925——when a supreme court de- 
cision made it necessary to drop 
Georgia from the federal records— 
was lower than that of any other 
state in the southeast. 

Thus is accentuated the very im- 
pelling, urgency of correcting the 
present Georgia situation. This is 
in process of completion now. It 
requires a constitutional amend- 
ment, which is to be voted upon in 
November. The Constitution has 
called repeated attention to the im- 
portance of this amendment. - It is 
hoped that it will not fail through 
inadvertence or indifference. — 

Georgia’s death rate is no doubt 
lower today than other of its sister 
states, as it has continually been for 
years, but in the absence of vital 
Statistics, the world cannot know 
this. It must know it. Georgia 
must be placed back in the regis- 
tration area which can be done as 
quickly as tke amendment referred 
to is ratified at the polls.

The ship surgeon developed pneu- 
monia in Jess than 48 hours out, and 
quickly passed on. 

The situation became heartrending, 
intensified by the “taps” that -had 
already begun to sound twice a day, 
when long black bundles wrapped in 
American flags were slid from a board 
across the rails, as chaplains would 
raise their voices half audibly in 
prayer. 

I had been engaged in nursing two 
officers in a stateroom, both delirious 
from fever, when JI, too, collapsed.

We had now been ten days at sea.

Lakewood Balloon Goes Wild 


AERONAUT TO MAKE NEW TESTS TODAY AND SUNDAY 


When Wind Scares Holders 


Walter Jewell’s first attempt to 
test air currents over the proposed 
balloon school site in Lakewood 
amusement park ended disastrously 
Sunday afternoon when volunteer as- 


sistantas, frightened by a gust of wind 
that rocked the giant bag, let go their 
holds upon its retaining ropes. 

The huge bag, unrestrained except 
for cables fastened to the mooring 
masts, danced a moment in the breeze, 
dragging its fabrie against the red-hot 
edge of the gas exhaust pipe through 
which it was being filled, took a single 
Jeap 300 feet or more into the air and 
then settled to earth with a 15-foot 
rip in its side and a dozen charred 
holes where it had come in contact 
with the hot metal of the exhaust. 

"With the help of interested spec- 
tailors, the aeronaut attempted to re- 
mir the damage in time to inflate the 
bes again for a flight before dark 
but the effort proved fruitless and the 
test was postponed until today, when 
a new balloon will be placed in serv- 
ice, The new balloon was in stotage 
in Atlanta Sunday and it was not pos- 
sible to get it to the field and unpack- 
ed for use between the time of the ac- 
cident to the first bag, at 4:30 o'clock, 
pas the fall of darkness.

TOLERANCE SPIRIT 
IN PRESBYTERIAN 
ASSEMBLY LAUDED 


New York, June 6.—(/)—Writing 
the “principle of tolerance” into the 
constitution of the Presbyterian 
church at the recent general assem- 
bly at Baltimore constituted “the 
greatest deliverance in a generation,”

“Crowing”’ over the dismissal of 
complaints brought against the New 
York presbytery in admitting to the 
ministry two candidates who would 
not state a belief in the virgin birth 
would be out of keeping with the 
“friendly spirit’ of the assembly. he 
said. However, he added, “the New 
York delegation returns well satisfied 
with the outcome.” | 

The assembly was sistently for- 
ward-looking in its deliberation and 
deciatons, he said. and definitely and 
decidedly “committed the church to 
social and political reform and to law 
enforcement.” ‘The extremist was out 
of place at the assembly, according to 
Dr. Keigwin. “We discovered no. evi- 
dence of a split,” he said. “On the 
contrary many were the signs of a

Leaders of thought and excellent 
teachers will handle the program of 
the League of Women Voters’ school
